A caucus was held 
last 
Saturday 
evening a t city hail. 
A t th a t m eeting

altern ates w ere selected to attend the 
congressional convention. 
The m eet­ 
ing was held in accordance w ith cer­ 
tain stipulations laid down by the con­ 
gressional 
com m ittee and sanctioned 
by the county central com m ittee. The 
men who attended th e m eeting 
last 
Saturday night will therefore stand by 
the action taken a t th at tim e. 
The announcem ent was m ade yester­ 
day th a t the transactions on the pre­ 
vious occasion w ere all irregular. 
It 
was said J. J. W eisend, who is the city 
chairm an, and has alw ays dom inated 
the party m en in this section, did not 
approve of the selections m ade a t the 
o th er m eeting, and as it was im possi­ 
ble for him to be present then, he has 
decided to hold another city conven­ 
tion of his own. 
For some tim e back th ere has been 
a feeling betw een Mr. W eisend and 
certain other m em bers of the party in 
this city. H is opponents a ssert he has 
become dom ineering and assum es the 
attitude of a dictator. T his they posi­ 
tively will not tolerate, and w hether

It is as follows: 
“Section I—No person shall be al­ 
lowed to vote at any prim ary election 
except he be an elector, resident of 
the precinct, 
w ard 
or 
tow nship in 
which he desires to vote and except 
he voted with the political party hold­ 
ing such prim ary election at the last 
general election, providing he voted at 
all at such election, unless he be a 
first voter. 
Nor shall any person vote 
m ore than one tim e, or at any other 
than the polling place in that precinct, 
ward or tow nship, w herein he resid e s., 


less than $100, nor m ore than $300, or 
im prisoned in th e penitentiary for one 
year or both in the discretion of the 
court. 


"Section 2—Any person who 
shall 
solicit, request, prom ise, demand or re 
ceive, prom ise directly or indirectly 
any money, intoxicating liquor or other 
thing of value, or th e promise thereof, 
to influence his vote or to be used or 
under the pretense of being used to 
procure the vote of any other person or 
persons, or to be used a1 any poll or 
oth er place prio r to or on the day of 
an election for or against any candi­ 
date for office, or for or against 
any 
m easure or question to be voted upon 
a t such election, shall be deemed guilty 
of an offense, 
and 
upon 
conviction 
Any person who shall violate the pro-] thereof shall be sentenced to pay a fine 


[of not less than $100 and not more thnn 


I $400, or be im prisoned in the peniten 
tiary for one year, or both in the dis­ 
cretion of the court. 


"Section 
3—In 
any 
prosecution 
brought under this act, when any per­ 
son is called to testify, he shall be 
required to testify to all the facts of 
which he has any 
knowledge, 
and 
upon so testifying he shall be deem ed 
acquitted of any guilt as to the m at­ 
ter to which he has so testified, and 
the fact th a t he has not testified shall 
forever be a bar to any prosecution 
brought against him for violating the 
statute, as to such case 
or 
circum ­ 
stance to which he may have been re­ 
quired to testify. 
"Section 4—This act shall take effect 
upon its passage and approval by the 
governor."

The Hypes senate election bill passed 
the house yesterday afternoon 
with 
slight am endm ents. It only aw aits the 
governor's signature to become a law. 
U nder it E ast Liverpool gets regis­ 
tration. 
The bill provides that all cities hav­ 
ing a population of 14,000 or over and 
less than 75,000, under the last federal 
census, shall register each presidential 
year, and in other years such as have 
come of age or become qualified elec­ 
tors since the last general registration, 
shall 
register. 
R epresentative 
Hill 
fought 
hard to have East Liverpool 
excluded from the registration provis­ 
ion on account of the expense. 
Mr. H ill's argum ents w ere met by 
the chairm an of the elections com m it­ 
tee with the statem ent th a t the au­ 
thor of the bill. Secretary I.ayllu, did 
not desire th at the minimum 
tie 
In 
creased and his opposition proved of 
no avail. 
Mr. Hill said in an inter 
view that there was no aet of the leg­ 
islatu re th at he felt 
m ore 
grieved 
about, as he believed registration was 
an unnecessary hardship on cities of 
th e alae of East Liverpool. 
In 
the 
history of the state 
there had been 
no election frauds of any moment in 
cities of 
this size that registration 
could have cured. But for the fact th at 
Steubenville had had registration for 
ll years he believed E ast

HOT EHOUCH MONEY 
TO PAY LEGACIES 


The Executor of W. L. Clark Confront­ 
ed With a Puzzle Under

Lisbon, April 20.— (Special.)—A pe­ 
tition has been filed in court here by 
H. B. Nicholson, as executor of th e es­ 
ta te of W. L. C lark, deceased, of W ells­ 
ville, asking th e co u rt to co n g ru e the 
will and d irect w hether certain real 
estate shall be sold for the paym ent 
of legacies, and Lf so, w hat real estate 
is subject to th e paym ent 
of

claims. 
T here a re about $800 of un­ 
paid legacies and about $200 costs for 
the settlem ent of th e estate, and for 
th e payment' of these sums th ere is 
available only $490.

Dodds and H. H. Kirk, directors of 
the company, was called for trial be­ 
fore the jury this forenoon. The plain­ 
tiff asked the court to declare null and 
void an 
alleged tran sfer of his stock 
and to restrain the defendant directors 
from offering it for sale. 
Deidrick set forth in ’hls petition that. 
In July, 1903. the directors named were 
elected as such for one year, but th at 
when the petition was flied In Septem ­ 
ber last they had not taken the oath 
faithfully to discharge their duties, as 
required by the revised 
statu tes 
of 
Ohio. 
He fu rth er says on Septem ber 
Bi last all the stockholders in the com ­ 
pany except J. W. Shaft signed a w rit­ 
ten agreem ent th a t each would con­ 
tribute 50 per cen t of his stock In the 
Dresden C hina com pany to the com ­ 
pany, to provide running expenses. On 
Septem ber 
19, he says, II. R. Shaft, 
secretary and trea su re r of the com ­ 
pany, asked him to endorse over im ­ 
mediately 50 |»er cent of his stock. T his 
| the plaintiff refused until all m em bers 
of the com pany had signed the ag ree­ 
ment, which, he insisted, m ust Im! for­ 
mally accepted by the directors on be­ 
half of the company. 
Thereupon th** party defendant di­ 
rectors in petition m enaced him and 
threatened his life, he alleges, com pell­ 
ing him so sign over half of his 505 
shares 
of stock. 
Im mediately after 
on Septem ber 19, they held a pretend­ 
ed 
m eeting of directors of the 
com ­ 
pany, w ithout notice to the plaintiff, 
who was 
president of the hoard, sud 
enacted tin* form ality of accepting his 
contribution of stock as though It was 
voluntarily made. 
On Septem ber 21 he says he notified 
the defendant 
directors not to tran s­ 
fer his stock on the books of 
the 
company, or in any way dispose of it, 
but alleges th at unless restrained by 
court they will sell It to his irrep ara­ 
ble damage. 
The defendants iii answ er say 
the 
stock was transferred by m utual agree­ 
m ent as a gift lo the 
company 
and 
without coercion, ami deny that at the 
tim e of tran sfer J. W. Shaft was ow ner 
of any stock in the company or 
that 
the transfer was conditional ii|mmi all 
tile stockholder* signing the 
a g re e ­ 
ment.

months ago. 
A number of the striking miners at 
Garrett 
own 
homes there, blit re­ 
cently the G arrett Coal company erect­ 
ed a number of houses, and the bring­ 
ing In of new men to occupy these 
houses and take the places of the 
strikers in the mines has worked the 
latter up to a high elate of excitement 
and resentment. 
The Garrett Coal company has made 
a formal demand upon Sheriff Cole 
man for protection. 
Heretofore th* 
sheriff has refused to exorcise his au­ 
thority In the m atter until called upon 
to do so by the authorities of the 
town, hut. when lie learned of the 
threatening asport of affairs he organ­ 
ized a posse of 25 deputies. 
Three 
months ago the coal company secured- 
through Judge Kooser an injunction 
restraining the strikers and all other 
persons from intorfeing with the coni- 
pany employes. 
This injunction ts 
still In force and the present condi­ 
tion of affairs at. Garrett is In open 
violation of it. 
It was to enforce tho 
requirements of this Injunction that 
Sheriff Coleman wont to Garrett, and 
he went to arrest every person vio­ 
lating it. 
A horror that may or may not he 
connected with the strike situation at 
G arrett was tho burning to death of 
two women and four children in their 
home at that p l a c e . Tile victims were: 
Mrs. Rosanna Meyers, her two daugh­ 
ters, Lucinda and Annie, aged 30 and

respectively, and lier son, 
Richard, aged 5 years. 
The two other 
victims were young children of Lucia- 
da, who was unmarried. 
Tho house 
was a one and one-half story leg build­ 
ing. and the women and children were 
sleeping in the u p p e r story. 
Mr. Mey­ 
ers and Jonas Sullivan, a hoarder, 
were asleep on The first floor. 
They 
were awakened by the smoke and the 
noise made by the lire and had barely 
time to save their lives by rushing 
from the building. 
Tile victims in the upper story per­ 
ished without help and their bodies 
were all reduced to ashes.
